The cham ber board of directors 
approved a report by its transpor­ 
tation com m ittee which said “if the 
cost of construction should exceed 
the estim ate, or if a lesser am ount 
ol tcniMirfe is conveyed th an is a n ­ 
ticipated, savings would be sharply 
reouced and perhaps entirely elim ­ 
inated.” 
Under the proposal, the govern­ 
m ent would pay $152,039,000 and lo­ 
cal interests utong the the right of 
way $26.926,0 ; toward the estim at­ 
ed total cost.
